2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. § 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description, of the 
invention, and of the manner and process of making and using 
it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, 
or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use 
the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The specification is objected to under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 
first paragraph, as failing to sufficiently define and enable all 
conjugates of the invention porphyrins. The specifically ■ 
disclosed target-specific components on pages 12 and 13 of the 
specification are not seen to provide basis for all target- 
specific components encompassed by the presnt broad language. 

3. Claims 25, 30-33 and 38-44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 112, first paragraph, for the reasons set forth in the 
objection to the specification. 

4. Claims 26-29 and 34-37 would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form or the, claims upon which they are dependent 
become allowable. 

5. The art cited in parent application Serial No. 07/822,409 
has been cited to show the state of the art herein.
